,„ It is commonly assumed 
that baby is* born without 
teeth. This isn't so at all. 
Deep within baby's jaw are 
twenty primary teeth that 
began forming early in baby's 
prenatal life. At birth, the 
crowns of these primary 
teeth arc almost completely 
formed. 

Shortly after birth, the 
enamel of baby's first perma- 
nent teeth start to form in 
his jaw. These particular 
teeth are sometimes called 
"six-year molars" because 
they appear at about the age 
of six. They do not replace 
any primary teeth but come 
in just behind them. 

.The earliest teeth to ap- 
pear In baby's mouth are the 
four primary central incisovs. 
These are located In the front 
of the mouth, two upper 
and" two lower. They appear 
approximately between six 
and eight months of age. The 
lower teeth usually will ap- 
pear first. 

Between seven and 11 
months of age, - four more 
teeth, upper and lower, wilt 
appear. These arc lite lat- 
eral incisors, at cither side of 
the central teeth. Between 
12 and 16 months of age, the 
back teeth or first primary 
molars wilt appear. Then, 
the cuspids will appear to 
fill in the space between. At 
about the age of 24 months, 
the second primary molars 
will appear. 

Dental care is needed 
When baby's first teeth begin 



to appear. Mother can start 
.cleaning baby's mouth with a 
soft piece qf, gauze or a Q- 
tlp right after each feeding 
as soon as "baby is on semi- 
solid or .chewing food, 
"Toothbrush training^" may 
begin as soon as the child 
will* accept the brush. A 
young child who has the op- 
portunity to see other mem- 
bers of the family use a 
'tooth' brush , will-' , ask' , -for 
one. The child should . be 
encouraged to "use" the 
brush after each meal, bill 
mother should continue to 
supervise the brushing, and 
continue to clean food debris 
from all surfaces of all teeth 
until the child is able to 
brush correctly, as a dentist 
teaches the child. 

Correct eating habits and 
keeping the teeth clean are 
effective homo-care weapons 
against: tooth decay. Pre- 
ventive dentistry should be 
started^ when a child is still 
young, If a child's teeth are 
properly cared for. a strong 
foundation is laid for mini- 
mize dental troubles in later 
years. Children's teeth arc 
meant (o last a lifetime.

In u shed nearby was a hand 
pump and hose reel and 
liose on two wheels, and sev- 
, erat buckets. Men provided 
', ' ^tlh*e" power to pull this 'piece* 
of equipment to fires. Once 
there, tin hose was dropped 
in a well or cistern (If there 
was oncl and four to six 
men woukf start pumping, 
forcing water out of the hose 
to spray on lhe Tire. Tins 
was .called "drafting water." 
When one crew tired of 
pumping, another took over. 
Not enough pressure could 
be raised to effectively fight 
the flames, and usually, once 
the fire gained a start, the 
building burned down.

Finally, in the spring of 
1913, a group of men gath- 
ered to organize a Fire De- 
partment. Twenty-eight men 
were at that mooting, and 
signed the minute hooks as 
charter -members:

Of the twenty-eight charter 
members, nine aro "Still liv- 
ing: William H. Davis, Wit- 
Ham Dupre, Ralph Fields, 
Harold Fillweber, Percy O. 
Hawkins, John L. -Horan, 
tlarl Hortoif, Claire K51ry.*ahd 
Wm. R. Van. Patten. 

That first meeting was 
hold in the C. A. Powles 
building on Lake St.. where 
'the State Rank was then lo- 
cated. The place is now oc- 
cupied by the One-Hour Mar- 
tluizing. Henry G. BHlett was 
reportedly the moving spirit 
in those, early -days of the 
Antioch Fire Department. 

Still living in Antioch are 
charter members Harold Fill- 
weber, ^arl Horton, * John 
Horan and Ralph Fields. 
Fields moved to Waukegan 
shortly after the fire depart- 
ment was organized but 
moved back to Antioch about 
20 years ago, 

Later the fire department 
moved its headquarters to 
tlte J. J. Morley building on 
Main St.. where Ken's Outlet 
Store is located. The fire 
bull had been moved from its 
location - behind Williams' 
Store to the headquarters on 
Lake St. Now it was moved 
to the njw headquarters on 
Main St. 

The firemen of those early 
days had to make do with 
What facilities they had, 
helped by all who could tend 
a hand. Farmers often 
hauled in milk cans -full of 
water to help when there 
was a fire, Thc/jp/Iks» usqd 
by threshing inTCiflnes were 
often fjlied with, water \o 
provide a source of water 
for lhe fire-flghlers. 

One of the biggest fires in 
those days, says Earl Horton, 
who spent' 12 years in the 
department, was when the 
James building burned. This 
was where the Masonic Tem- 
ple is now located. 

William Volkman was as- 
sistant marshal in the first 
years of the department, R. 
Stanley Thompson was secre- 
tary and Ernest Horton 
^treasure/ 

Ry March 24, 1914, a set 
of by-lav. s was drawn up and 
accepted. 

For the first two years, the 
fire department worked hard 
to raise money for more 
equipment, in addition to 
fighting fires. Every money- 
making affair popular to the 
times was promoted — dances, 
picnics, band concerts, din- 
ners, all helped to put money 
into the treasury. The fire- 
men's dances were held in 
the old Opera House, above 
the present First National 
Bank. Dinner was served 
downstairs. Shows were

• Being a resort region, An-' 
tloeh often had -the benefit 
of :advlcp and news of upaG-J 
date methods from Chicago 
firemen out on vacation; 
This probably helped to pro- 
mote the progressive spirit of 
the Antioch Fire Department. 
In October of 1929, thirty 
of Antioch V firemen wore 
placed 4n full-uniform. ■ 

In November- of 1931, a 
meeting was called at the 
Antioch Fire Department for 
the purpose of organizing a 
County- .group.. ...Representa- 
tives were present from Fox 
Lake, Round Lake, Grayslake 
and Lake Villa in addition to 
Antioch. Within a year the 
county was organized, with 
15 volunteer fire depart- 
ments, five paid departments 
and Great .Lakes and Fort 
Sheridan units- The group 
held monthly meetings to ex- 
change information on im- 
proved methods of protect- 
ing the life and property of 
Lake County residents from 
fire. 

"'"' During' ' the ' summer - of 
1933, Antioch assisted in 
getting the Lake Villa "Dis- 
trict organized. 

. It was about this time that 
the Rescue Squad unit of the 
Fire Department received 
permission' to function as a 
separate unit. '''The! Fire De- 
partment had always' had a 
group of men who did Rescue 
Squad work, mostly aiding 
drowning victims. With new 
equipment being constantly 
introduced that widened the 
field of this work, some of 
the men went to the Kenosha 
Rescue Squad and studied 
up-to-date methods. .of aiding 
the sick and injured in emer- 
gencies. From this begin- 
ning sprang Antioch's pres- 
ent well-known Rescue 
Squad. 

Throughout the years it 
was a continuous struggle for 
the Fire Department to raise 
money to ' finance improve- 
ments. ' In 1934. a Fire Pro- 
tection District was set up, 
including the township out- 
side the - village. Clarence 
Crowley became the presi- 
dent of this District, and has 
itcld that office to the pres- 
ent day. With Mr. Crowley, 
George White and Ernest L. 
Simons served as trustees, in 
charge of the district outside 
the village limits. 

All those outside the vil- 
lage now had the protection 
of the fire department. Fire 
calls outside the village were 
paid for by this district, at an 
hourly rate to each firemen. 
The village paid the fire de- 
partment for calls within the 
village. This method is still 
in practice. The Fire Pro- 
tection District could now 
levy, a tax to help support 
the department. 

When Trustee Simons died, 
his place was taken by Irving 
Elms. Trustee White moved 
from the district. Harold 
Mlnto took his place. On 
Minto's death, Russell Lasco 
became a trustee. Trustee 
Elm is the present secretary- 
treasurer. 

A hew Fire Station was 
built in 1948, with room for 
all the apparatus and a meet- 
ing and recreation room in 
the basement. 

Antioch has had seven Fire 
Chiefs in its 50 years: II. 
Billett, W. . Christian, L. R. 
Van Patten, James Stearns, 
C. Vos, James McMillen and 
Edgar Simonsen. Edgar Si- 
monsen has served continu- 
ously since 1949. He has 
been a member of the Ant 1 - 
Och Fire Department for 33 
years. 

Today, the fire department 
has seven pieces of equip- 
ment, ivith most of the rigs 
having two-way radios. There
